Friday night’s Relay for 
Life raised $45,000 this 
year for the fight against 
cancer. Twenty-four teams 
signed up to participate, 
and 19 of them decorated 
campsites with a Dr. Suess 
theme. 

Beginning at 6 p.m., 
cancer patients of all ages 
took the track as they 
walked the survivor lap 
together. 

At 9:15 p.m. there was a 
special luminaria service 
honoring those battling 
cancer and remembering 
those who have passed on. 

April Wilhoit, ACS 
Community Manager for 
Relay for Life, was the 
opening speaker. She is a 
12-year cancer survivor. 

“Community 
participation increases 
each year,” said Rebecca 
Wolfinbarger, who co¬ 
chairs Relay with Ashley 
Arvin. 

Cancer survivors 

received t-shirts, a rose 
and a meal, and many door 
prizes were awarded. 

There was entertainment 
all night long for walkers, 
including singers, doggers 
and Zumba. 

Ninety cancer survivors 
registered to participate in 
the event, down from 100 
last year. Luminaria sales 
were also down slightly, as 
was the total money raised.

Rescheduled Speedy Spore River Run on Saturday 


The Speedy Spore River Run, 
a 6 and 12 mile kayak and canoe 
race originally scheduled for 
the weekend of the Mountain 
Mushroom Festival, has been 
rescheduled for this coming 
Saturday, June 20, on the Kentucky 
River. 

The race was canceled in April 


because of river conditions. 

On June 20, race registration and 
check-in will be under the Irvine 
bridge from 1 p.m. until 1:45 p.m., 
with a same-day registration fee of 
$35 per person. The fee for pre¬ 
registration is $30. The entry fee 
will include the price of insurance, 
a goody bag with a whistle, snacks, 


and a decal sticker with the original 
Speedy Spore River Run Logo 
design. Winners of each race 
category will also receive a hand- 
carved wooden Morel Mushroom 
trophy, a truly unique piece of art. 
There will be a mandatory pre¬ 
race safety meeting at 2 p.m. for 
all participants, presented by the 


Kentucky Department of Fish & 
Wildlife. 

The 6 mile race will start at 2:30 
p.m. under the Irvine Bridge and 
will finish at the Kentucky River 
Park and Recreation Center. The 
12 mile race will start at 2:45 p.m.

Help livestock beat the heat 

Provide plenty of shade and water to protect animals from heat stress

Humans aren’t the only 
ones that suffer from the 
heat of summer. Farm 
animals feel the heat, too. 
With summer temperatures 
already upon us, it’s time to 
think about ways to know 
when your livestock may be 
in danger from the heat and 
what to do to reduce their 
plight. 

The University of 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Weather Center provides 
warnings of the potential 
danger to livestock. 
Livestock become 

uncomfortable when the 
heat index reaches about 
90 degrees. The heat index 
is a combination of air 
temperature and humidity 
and is used to describe how 
it feels outside. 

The Agricultural Weather 
Center regularly monitors 
heat indices across the state 
and provides an index of 
its own - the Livestock 
Heat Stress Index - to help 
producers know when 
heat stress could create a 
problem for their animals. 
The county-by-county 
index indicates three 
levels of heat stress: no 


stress, danger stress and 
emergency stress. 

Periods of heat stress call 
for livestock producers to 
be vigilant in making sure 
their animals are adequately 
prepared. One of the most 
important things producers 
can do is provide cool, clean 
drinking water. Providing 
an adequate source of 
drinking water helps to 
keep animals’ internal 
body temperatures within 
normal limits. Above¬ 
ground water lines need 
to be shaded so they do 
not can act as solar water 
heaters and make the water 
too hot to drink. 

It is also important for 
animals to have shade and 
for buildings to be as open 
as possible for adequate 
ventilation. Sprinkler 
systems that periodically 
spray a cool mist on 
the animals can also be 
beneficial. 

It is best to avoid working 
animals during periods 
of heat stress. Producers 
should also avoid 
transporting livestock 
during high levels of heat 
stress. When livestock must 
be transported, haul fewer 
animals per load. Planning 
trips so the animals can be 
loaded immediately before 
leaving and unloaded 
quickly upon arrival can 
likewise help minimize the 
risk. 

Producers who want to 
keep up-to-date with the 
Livestock Heat Stress Index 
can access it by typing in 
your zip code in the left 
column on the Agricultural 
Weather Center’s website 
http://wwwagwx.ca.uky. 


edu/ or go to the Estill 
County Cooperative 

Extension Service’s website 
http://estill.ca.uky.edu/ and 
click on the county weather 
link, click on Agriculture 
Weather Outlook, and then 
scroll down to UKAWC 
Point Agricultural, Lawn & 
Garden Forecast/Outlook 
for the livestock stress 
information.

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Relay for Life about more than money

Twenty years ago, 
my little family and my 
husbands cousin and 
her family vacationed 
together almost every 
summer. We made many 
fond memories on trips 
to the beach and while 
camping. 

Those were more 
carefree days, when our 
kids were small and 
disease was something 
that touched someone 

else’s life. 

I don’t think any of us ever imagined that 
my husband and her husband would walk the 
Relay for Life survivor lap together as cancer 
survivors one day. 

But they did on Friday evening. 

Eleven years ago, Robin, my husband, was 
diagnosed with thyroid cancer during a routine 
physical. He had a complete thyroidectomy and 
was prescribed a thyroid hormone replacement 
drug to take the rest of his life. He didn’t 
require any other treatment, and he’s been 
healthy ever since. 

He is very fortunate. 

Robin’s cousin’s husband had mysterious 
aches and pains for years and felt tired and run 


down all the time. 

About a year and a half ago, he was finally 
diagnosed with bone cancer. He has since 
undergone grueling cancer treatments including 
chemotherapy and a bone marrow transplant. 
He was terribly sick at times, and the prognosis 
sometimes looked grim for him, but he’s better 
now. 

On Friday night, as these special dads walked 
the survivor lap with many other cancer 
survivors, it was a bittersweet occasion, as it was 
for many others. 

Cancer survivors and their families feel a 
kinship I think, because, as with anything, no 
one knows unless they’ve been there. 

Besides the money raised, that’s one of the 
most important benefits of Relay for Life. 

Those who have received the dreaded 
diagnosis are encouraged by others who have 
also gone through the experience. 

Those who are caregivers of cancer patients 
are encouraged by others who are supporting 
loved ones with the disease. 

Other benefits result from Relay. The 
aforementioned cousin and her husband were 
guests at Hope House near a Lexington hospital 
for three weeks during the prescribed period of 
isolation following his bone marrow transplant. 

The Hope House is an outreach of Relay for 
Life. 


Meals were brought to them by churches and 
other community service organizations. Their 
cabinets were supplied with food and all the 
essentials needed for living, and they had the 
physical comforts of home, at least, during a 
trying time. 

The Relay for Life organization, as well as 
other organizations such as the American Heart 
Association, have been criticized for raising 
funds that mainly go toward administrative 
salaries. 

I’m not denying there is probably some truth 
to that. 

But it’s about more than raising money. It’s 
about community, and carrying one another’s 
burdens. It’s about having a good time in the 
face of fear. 

It’s about suffering with those who suffer and 
celebrating with those who are healing. 

It’s about hope. 

And life. And the gift of being able to walk 
around a high school track on a sunny summer 
evening, to smell campfires and hear music and 
laughter while enjoying the company of friends 
and family. 

For those reasons, I think we can say with 
certainty that Relay for Life is a worthy cause. 


Hometown maybe not so bad after all? 



Once upon a time, there was a girl who hated 
where she was from. The two main streets, and 
three stoplights of her hometown were too small 
for her big town dreams. She loathed that everyone 
knew who she was, that every adult she met asked 
who her parents were, and that she was constantly 
compared to her older brother in school, who of 
course, had the same teachers when he was there 
that she did. She couldn’t wait until the day she 
could pack a bag and never look back. 

As you probably figured out, that girl was me. 

It wasn’t until my second year of college that I 
realized I live in the greatest state in the nation, 
and that my hometown was to be cherished, not 
ridiculed. During my sophomore year, I took a class 
that changed my entire way of thinking. When my 
advisor originally suggested I take an “Intro to Appalachian Studies” 
course, I scoffed, but enrolled anyway hoping for an easy grade. It was 
because of that class that I am now an Appalachian Studies minor. It was 
because of that class that I now consider myself a Kentucky enthusiast 
and a small town life preservationist. 

So what was in the course that made it so life changing? First, learning 
about the stigmas that are placed on us as Appalachian people by people 
who don't know us, and realizing I believed those same social standards 
existed. Second, reading about the hardships and poverty that so many 
people in Appalachia face, and while I couldn't relate personally, I had 
seen its existence in the masses throughout my small town. Third, and 
maybe the most important, meeting other people who came from towns

just like me, who seemed to have a sense of pride I had never seen before. 

The course was taught by Alan Banks, someone who will probably 
never read this and that's okay. But he deserves to know at some degree 
the real impact he had on me as a person, and my life as a whole. 

It seems impossible now that I used to be that person. That I 
hated everything about Olive Hill. That I couldn't wait to leave for a 
metropolitan city and only visit on holidays. I used to be a person so full 
of hate for my small town, that I classified all small towns within that 
hatred. 

Don't get me wrong, I still want to travel. My curiosity about the 
world hasn't been squandered in the slightest. I can't wait to have the 
opportunity to take my first trip on a plane and see an entirely new 
culture to what I'm accustomed to. I do still want to live in a big city, for 
awhile. It's a part of the curiosity in me I can't seem to shake. But, I know 
eventually I will go home. When it comes time to settle down, I know 
where my roots are, and they are dug deep into the small town lifestyle. 

I want my future children to have the childhood I did. The kind of 
childhood with church on Sunday morning with the same 40 people 
every week, and after church you go have lunch with your grandparents. 
Where you go fishing in the creek, take lots of four wheeler rides, and you 
can sit on the front porch swing listening to bull frogs and whippoorwills 
on summer nights. A childhood in a place where there's more yard than 
you know what to do with, and the woods are only a stones throw away. 

While that may not necessarily be in Olive Hill, this girl knows home 
is where the heart is. And my heart belongs somewhere with two main 
streets, and three stoplights. In a place where everyone knows who she is, 
and who her family is, just by asking her for her last name. 


Father’s Day 


Mollette: Be present on 

Sadly, too many Americans are growing up without the 
presence of a father. According to the U.S. Census Bureau 
24 million children live in biological-absent father homes. 

The positive impacts of having dad around are 
numerous, such as better social-emotional and academic 
functioning and fewer behavioral problems. Children in 
father-absent homes are almost four times more likely to 
be poor. In 2011, 12 percent of children in married-couple 
families were living in poverty, compared to 44 percent of 
children in mother-only families.* 

Youths in father-absent households had significantly 
higher odds of incarceration than those in mother-father 
families. Youths who never had a father in the household 
experienced the highest odds. 

A study using data from the Fragile Families and Child 
Wellbeing Study revealed that in many cases the absence 
of a biological father contributes to increased risk of child 
maltreatment. The results suggest that Child Protective Services agencies have some 
justification in viewing the presence of a social father as increasing children's risk of 
abuse and neglect. It is believed that in families with a non-biological father figure, there 
is a higher risk of abuse and neglect to children, despite the social father living in the 
household or only dating mother. * 

Other problems such as drug and alcohol abuse, childhood obesity and struggling 
with education are also associated statistically with children who live in father-absent 
homes. 

Obviously there are cases where children have done very well. Statistically it has not 
been the norm. 

I'm glad mom and dad didn't abort me and I'm glad they stayed together. Looking 
back I know it took both of them working very hard to raise five children. My dad was 
not perfect but there are many good things I can say about him. I wish he were still alive 
so I could say, "Happy Father's Day."

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‘Crazy Connie, and her sidekick Bonnie’ 



Fishing can range from being a relaxing reprieve from 
the stress of everyday life or it can be an all-consuming 
affliction. 

For some people, the urge to go fishing is always there, 
much like a chigger bite that is begging to be scratched. I 
have a similar urge when my subconscious mind begins to 
ooze out a story. I usually have to stop whatever I’m doing 
and write down these unsolicited thoughts before they are 
reburied in those dark recesses of my mind. 

During my youth I had some limited exposure to the 
fishing bug, but it never developed into a disabling disease. 
I am too impatient to enjoy fishing. 

My Uncle Ivan fished every chance he could in local 
ponds and lakes near his home in Ohio. He would even 
travel hundreds of miles to Canada and brought back large 
coolers of walleye and Northern Pike fillets. He took me 
with him one summer on a trip to Canada. It is definitely 
a fishermans paradise. I was amazed at how blue and clear 
the lakes were above Toronto. I’ll always remember those 
adventures when fishing with my Uncle Ivan, especially the night when the porcupine 
tried to eat the outhouse. Still, the fishing bug remained subdued in my body and mind. 

When I married Bonnie I witnessed how fishing can infect a whole family. Bonnies 
mother and father, Coleman and Beulah Kearns, lived to fish. They fished in the 
Kentucky River, nearby lakes, local ponds, or any wet spot that looked promising. 

Bonnie, her sister Connie, and her brother Donnie were indoctrinated as children in 
the art of fishing for brim, crappie, bass and catfish. I soon discovered that all Bonnies 
aunts, uncles and cousins fished avidly also. There must be a gene in the Kearns and 
McQueen blood line that brings this affliction to the forefront. Bonnies Aunt Ginny 
loved to fish so much that when she passed away in 1993 her children placed her rod and 
reel alongside her in the casket. Aunt Ginny is probably sitting on a pond bank beyond 
the Pearly Gates wetting her line right now. 

When I married into the family, Coleman and Beulahs favorite fishing retreat was at 
Holmes Bend on Green River Lake where they had been fishing for years. If Coleman 
started loading up the camper with provisions and hitching his boat to the truck, you 
knew he would soon be heading towards Columbia, Kentucky. 

Coleman never had a fancy, high speed bass boat. His boats were deep hulled, could 
accommodate 4 people, and chugged along at a moderate, safe speed. The last boat 
Coleman and Beulah owned had one flaw—it ran red lights. The last traffic light in 
Somerset, before you go onto the Columbia Parkway, was notorious for only letting 2 
or 3 vehicles through before turning red. On one fishing trip, Coleman was pulled over 
by the Somerset Police just beyond this infamous intersection. The officer informed 
Coleman that he had ran a red light. Coleman told the officer that the light was green 
when he went under it. The officer said, “But it was red when your boat went under it.” 
Beulah began letting the officer know with unrestrained words that he should be doing 
more important things other than bothering old people who are going fishing. Coleman 
got out of his truck to plead his case with the young officer. When he did, the officer put 
his hand on his gun, began back-pedaling and called for back-up. Coleman told him, 

Tm not going to hurt you boy.” Because of Colemans difficulty in pronouncing words 
and his irregular walk due to suffering from polio as a child, perhaps the officer thought 
he was intoxicated. When reinforcement arrived, the boat was issued a ticket. 

We always camped at the Corps of Engineers campground that sits on the bluff above 
the road which winds down the hill to the Holmes Bend Boat Dock at Green River. 
Holmes Bend Boat Dock was operated by David and Janice Butler. Coleman and Beulah 
had fished there for so many years that David treated them like family. David always 
managed to find a covered slip for their boat. Beulah and her family were among the 
privileged few that David allowed to fish from the boat dock. When Coleman was near 
death in 2004, David and his daughter, Kelly, drove to Richmond to see him one last 
time, but missed his passing by just a few minutes. After Davids wife passed away, the 
daily operation of the boat dock has gradually passed to Kelly and her husband, Joey— 
good people. 

Many humorous things have happened to Connie and her husband, Lewis Dean 
Reynolds, over the years when traveling to Green River for a family fishing get-together. 

On one trip they stopped at the 
Wal-Mart in Columbia for some last 
minute items before proceeding to the 
lake. 

Connie stayed in the van while 
Lewis Dean went into the store. He 
seemed to be gone forever. Then a 
couple of Columbia Police cars pulled 
up to the front entrance. Finally, 
Connie went inside the store to 
investigate. The police had Lewis Dean 
in a back office questioning him about 
his credit card. Apparently another 
Lewis Reynolds had reported a stolen 
credit card. The situation was finally 
cleared up after Lewis Dean correctly 
told them his mother’s maiden name. 

On another occasion they sought 
the help of a Columbia police officer 
when searching for the local hospital. 
Connie had imbedded a hook in her 
finger and she could not get it out. 
Lewis asked the first police officer he 
saw for directions to the local hospital. 
The officer said, “I really don’t know.” 
They finally found the hospital on 
their own. A more serious situation 
occurred when Lewis Dean was filling 
his boat’s gas tank at the dock. Connie 
and Beulah were in the boat with 
him. Unbeknownst to him, Lewis 
Dean’s gas line had a small leak. A 
pocket of fumes had accumulated near 
the starter switch. When he started 
the boat motor the fumes exploded 
and caused a short-lived flash fire. 

It exploded with enough force that 
Coleman was nearly knocked off the 
bar stool in the dock’s restaurant. As Connie and Lewis Dean jumped into the water,

Beulah continued to remain in her boat seat. Connie screamed, “Jump, Momma, jump!” 

When the excitement was over they asked Beulah why she never jumped. She replied, 
“I’d rather burn up as to drown.” 

On yet another fishing trip Lewis Dean and I left the campground early to purchase 
some bait and other supplies before heading to the lake. There was a convenience store 
nearby that sold bait. When we went inside the store, a young lady inquired if she could 
help us. Lewis Dean asked, “Do you have any minners?” With an east coast accent 
(maybe Pennsylvania) and a slight grin she answered, “We don’t have any minners’, but 
we do have minnows’.” Lewis Dean walked down a couple aisles and then we left. I said, 
“I thought you were going to get some minners.” He coolly replied, “I ain’t going to buy 
any minners from that Yankee!” 

After Coleman passed away in 2004 we never returned to Holmes Bend to fish. There 
were too many memories of Bonnie’s mother and father in every bend and cove of that 
lake. After Beulah passed away, and with Connie’s urging, Bonnie and I ventured back 
to Green River with Connie and Lewis Dean. We had a wonderful time fishing as well 
as reliving the good old days with David and Kelly. Bonnie and Connie’s parents are still 
remembered by all the old timers at the boat dock. 

As we revisited the ‘Nanny-B-hole’, the rock wall and other fishing spots Coleman 
and Beulah had mapped out over the years, we saw them just ahead of us at each stop. 
One time we heard them talking, “Coleman! Get that snake out of the live well,” Beulah 
exclaimed. 

Coleman replied with his movie star grin on his face, “Beulah Mae, your hand is as 
good as mine.” 

‘Crazy Connie and her side kick Bonnie—the fishing sisters’ is a name I coined for 
them when they began fishing local ponds together regularly a few years ago. They are 
much like the TV Odd Couple—Oscar and Felix. Connie does not seem to fear any 
creature—snakes, snapping turtles, even bulls. She regularly catches snapping turtles 
and turns them into gourmet delights. One large snapper got away from her and made it 
back into the water. Connie jumped into the water and onto the turtle as it tried to swim 
away. All the time Bonnie was screaming in terror, “Sister! Sister! You are crazy!” 

Another turtle was placed in the back of Connie’s Kawasaki Mule. It crawled out onto 
the dock where Bonnie was sitting and headed for her. Bonnie screamed again, “Sister, 
come and get this thing!” 

Bonnie kept the turtle at bay with a corn knife until Connie could rescue the poor 
turtle from being hacked to death. 

At one large pond there was a bull in the field. The bull did not like Connie near his 
pond and kept pawing the ground. From the safety of the dock Bonnie warned Connie 
that the bull was inching closer. Connie did not seem worried by his presence. Bonnie 
warned Connie again, “He’s lowered his head and is pawing the ground again, Sister!” 
Connie turned towards the bull and threw a dirt clod his way and said, “Either charge 
or leave me alone!” The bull thought about it, turned and went to another area of the 
pasture. Bonnie asked her sister, “What would you have done if he had charged?” Connie 
answered, “I would have jumped into the water.” 

Connie brings the bare necessities for fishing. She puts a few hooks and sinkers in her 
pocket and will fish the entire perimeter of the pond. The fish she catches are placed in 
her pockets also until she gets back to the fish cooler. 

Bonnie is at the other end of the Odd Couple spectrum. She comes prepared with 
snacks, sandwiches, drinks, chairs, soap, clean water, washcloths, towels, a well stocked 
tackle box and anything else she thinks they might need. Bonnie will sit in her chair on 
the dock under an umbrella or in a shady spot on the bank the whole day and wait for 
the fish to come to her. She will wipe her hands whenever she handles the fish or bait and 
keeps her area neat. Bonnie gave her sister a small fully-stocked tackle box for Christmas 
one year, but Connie continued to pack her tackle in her pockets. 

Connie will get so dirty at times (especially if she has jumped in after a turtle) that 
Bonnie has had to strip her down and wash her before heading home. Bonnie has fished 
all her life and has the skill to out-fish anybody, especially me. But she has the advantage 
of the inherited Kearns/McQueen fishing gene, plus she was literally born on the bank 
of the Kentucky River. If you ever cross the Kentucky River at the old Clay’s Ferry bridge 
from Madison County into Fayette County, look up on the hill to the right just before 
you drive onto the bridge. You will notice an old vacant house that has seen better days. 
On a very hot day in June, 70 years ago, Bonnie was born in the upstairs of that house. 
Her first words may have been, “Let’s go fishing.” 

A couple years ago I told Lewis Dean I was concerned about Bonnie and Connie. All 
they seemed to want to do is fish. Then they started buying lottery tickets to scratch off 
while they fished. Then Bonnie came home with a bunch of beer cans in the back of the 
truck. Bonnie claimed she found the cans at an old abandoned pay lake. I told Lewis 
Dean, “They are fishing every chance they can, gambling, and now I think they are 
drinking beer!” 

But actually they are spending their senior years bonding as sisters and carrying 
on a family tradition that has brought enjoyment and created memorable stories for 
generations—fishing.

Take a tablet for tech anxiety 

Youngsters might look at their grandparents and see them 
as among those unfortunates who are sadly deficient in the 
ways of 21st Century technology, reports the Association 
of Mature American Citizens. And, for the most part, they 
are right. 

But, take heart, AM AC tells its over-50 membership. 
There is hope for even the most deficient of us. A new 
study shows that while senior citizens might be unable to 
cope with a computer or smart phone, it should be easier 
to navigate a tablet, also known as an iPad or an E-Reader. 

Shelia Cotten, a Michigan State University professor, 
headed up the study and says that the problem many older 
people have is their lack of dexterity. “A certain level of 
muscle control is needed [on a computer]. And some older 
adults have shaking issues, in addition to muscle-control 
issues in their hands and arms.” 

Cotton says the research shows that “for the most part 
they [tablets] are pretty easy to operate. You don’t have to 
click on 12 different things to do what you want to do. It 
helps to ease tech anxiety.”

Summer sammies for supper 


It's almost 
summer, and the 
living is hardly 
easy, not when 
you are crazy 
busy.

Sandwiches are a good option for 
summer meals. You don't even have to 
fire up the grill, although you could if you 
wanted to make a sandwich from grilled 
chicken or vegetables. 

Sandwiches can be tasty nutritious, or 
even pretty elaborate. 

However, sometimes nothing hits 
the spot quite like a good of boloney 
sandwich. I occasionally like one with 
slices of tomato and sweet onion, some 
lettuce and mayo. With a bag of Grippos 
and a cold Ale-8 rounding out my meal, 
it's easy to think I'm living high on the 
hog. 

Variety at mealtime is a good thing 
thoug, and it's always fun to try 
something different. 

The following sandwich recipes include 
ingredients such as bacon and avocado, 
both of which can take a sandwich to new 
heights. 

Turkey-Avocado Club 

1/3 cup thinly sliced red onion 
2 tablespoons apple cider vinegar 
8 slices turkey bacon 
1 Hass avocado, halved and pitted 
1/2 cup nonfat plain Greek yogurt 
Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 
8 slices whole-grain bread, lightly 
toasted 

8 small leaves romaine lettuce 
1 tomato, cut into 8 slices 
12 ounces sliced low-sodium deli turkey 
breast 

1/2 small English cucumber, sliced 
Toss the onion with the vinegar and 2 
tablespoons water in a small bowl. Let 
stand 15 minutes, then drain. Meanwhile, 
cook the turkey bacon as the label directs 


until crisp. 

Mash the avocado with the yogurt in 
another small bowl until smooth. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

Lay 4 slices of bread on a cutting board 
and spread with half of the avocado- 
yogurt mixture. Top with the lettuce 
and tomato and season with salt and 
pepper. Add a layer of turkey breast, 
bacon, cucumber and red onion. Spread 
the remaining avocado mixture on the 
remaining 4 bread slices and place spread- 
side down on top of the sandwiches. Cut 
each sandwich in half to serve.

1 (12-ounce) eggplant, cut into 1/2-inch- 
thick slices 

2 tablespoons olive oil, divided 

1/4 cup chopped fresh flat-leaf parsley 

1/8 teaspoon kosher salt 

1 (8-ounce) container plain hummus 

4 (1.9-ounce) whole-grain flatbreads 
(such as Flatout Light) 

1/2 cup crumbled feta cheese 

Avocado, butter crunch lettuce 

1. Heat a large grill pan over medium- 
high heat. Brush onion, bell pepper, and 
eggplant with 1 tablespoon oil. Add onion 
and bell pepper to pan; cook 3 minutes 
on each side or until grill marks appear. 
Remove from pan. Add eggplant to pan; 
cook 3 minutes on each side or until grill 
marks appear. Remove from pan; coarsely 
chop vegetables.

Two local teachers at 
Clay City Elementary are 
fueling inspiration in their 
students in the form of a 
new childrens book. 

Melinda and Julia 
Richardson, daughters 
of Millard and Ruby 
Richardson, have publisher 
a book called Owen Owls 
Wise Words. The sisters 
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grew up in Estill County, graduated from Estill County 
High School and currently reside in Spout Springs. 

The process started about four years ago when Melinda 
was teaching fourth grade, and she couldn’t find a book 
in her school library to go along with the curriculum she 
was teaching about bird adaptations. 

When she couldn’t find a book, she joked about writing 
her own. But what started out as a joke quickly turned 
into a rough draft. The draft was put away until last year, 
when the sisters decided to get serious, and get published. 

In one whirlwind year, the two started talking to 
publishers and illustrators, revised until they had the 
perfect product for printing, and were soon holding the 
book in their hands. 

The book started out being all about bird beak 
adaptions, but during the revising stages, the story 
became incorporated with a message of individuality and 
the importance of acceptance. 

“We’ve always enjoyed writing,” said Melinda 
Richardson. “This combined that love, and the desire 
to show other people it could be done, especially our 
students.” 

Julia said their students were very excited to find out 
their teachers had authored a book and that it definitely 
got their students interested in writing. 

After Owen Owl’s Wise Words was published, the 
Richardson’s students started writing their own books. 
The children would staple sheets of notebook paper 


together and even designate who was the author and 
illustrator. Or as the students called them, the writer and 
the drawer. 

“My kids were very frightened I would be illustrating 
the book,” said Melinda. “They’ve seen my stick drawings 
in class while I’m teaching, so they were worried, which 
was pretty funny.” 

Currently, the pair are trying to get the book in Barnes 
and Noble, Joseph-Beth Booksellers and local libraries. 
They are also applying for awards and doing local 
promotions such as book signings. 

“It’s little things right now that we hope to lead to bigger 
things,” said Melinda. 

There are more ideas for future books, and drafts being

Owen Owl’s Wise 
Words can be a read- 
aloud book for children 
pre-kindergarten and 
first grade, but is targeted 
for students first through 
fifth grade. The bird 
beak adaption fits the 
curriculum of older 
students, but the other 
messages are universal to 
all children. 

The book is about 
Owen Owl trying to stop 
an argument between 
members of the Bird 
Nation. Wise Owen Owl 
must work hard to help the 
birds realize that they are 
special in their own way. 

The book is illustrated 
by Pike County native, up 
and coming author and 
illustrator, Christopher 
Epling. 


Melinda described the book’s illustrations as looking as 
realistic as possible while still giving the birds cartoon like 
emotions that will appeal to a younger audience. 

The Richardson sisters said their book shows students, 
and all Estill County natives, that anyone can do it, if they 
have patience and take the time to work at it.

Late spring begins prime time for catfish

FRANKFORT- A stable weather pattern this week 
brought an early taste of summer to Kentucky as high 
temperatures topped 80-degrees on consecutive days. 

Warmer weather and water temperatures climbing into 
the 70s tell catfish that it’s time to spawn, and anglers who 
pursue them know from experience the period from late 
spring into early summer is prime time. 

“The next couple of weeks look good for catfish because 
they’re going to be aggressive and feeding,” said Kevin 
Frey, eastern fisheries district biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

Channel catfish, blue catfish and flathead catfish are 
the most sought after catfish species in Kentucky, and the 
most widely distributed of those is the channel catfish. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources annually stocks roughly 100,000 channel 
catfish across the state. About 30 percent of that amount is 
allocated to Fishing in Neighborhoods (FINs) lakes. 

These popular urban fisheries can receive heavy fishing 
pressure but are stocked frequently with a variety of fish 
species to meet the demand. More than two dozen FINs 
lakes statewide are due to receive stocker-sized channel 
catfish this month. The stocking schedule for FINs lakes is 
available on Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s website at fw.ky. 
gov. 

“A lot of the time the catfish do bite really well right 
after we stock them,” said Dane Balsman, urban fisheries 
biologist for Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “And you don’t 
have to have a really fancy set up to catch them.” 

A 7- to 9-foot medium to heavy action spinning rod 
with a matching spinning reel spooled with 20-pound 
line and outfitted with a simple slip sinker rig is a capable 
outfit. To assemble the rig, tie a 4/0 circle hook onto an 
18-inch fluorocarbon or monofilament leader. Tie a barrel 
swivel onto the other end of the leader, then take the main 
line and thread it through a Vi- to %-ounce egg sinker and 
plastic bead before tying the line to the other eyelet of the 
barrel swivel. 

Channel catfish have olive-brown to bluish-slate backs, 
white bellies and pale gray sides, often adorned with small 
black spots. Adults range from 12 to 32 inches long. They 
scavenge the bottom using their whiskers to sense the 
presence of food. 

Nightcrawlers, chicken livers, cut pieces of shad or 
skipjack herring, shrimp and scented dough baits are 
among the most widely-used and productive baits for 
channel catfish. Try fishing these baits in areas with 
undercut banks, stumps or logs and rocky banks and 
points. 

“Catfish are going to look for a cavity to get back in to 
spawn,” Balsman said. “They get in there and lay their eggs 
and protect those eggs.” 

Low-light periods-such as around dawn and dusk or at 
night-tend to be the best times to catch catfish. 



Undercut banks, such as this one on central Kentucky’s Salt River, 
hold channel catfish in summer. Catfish move to the shallows to 
spawn over the next month, leading to great fishing. Channel catfish 
are the most widely distributed of the three major catfish species in 
Kentucky and make excellent table fare. 

“Sandy clay shallow areas are another alternative 
especially if there’s some vegetation,” Frey said. “Those 
shallow water areas are still going to be good into June. 

As the water continues to warm, catfish will come in to 
the shoreline at night and drift back out to the open water 
during the daytime.” 

From Lake Barkley and Kentucky Lake in the west 
to the Ohio River to Dewey Lake, Fishtrap Lake and 
Yatesville Lake in eastern Kentucky, there is an abundance 
of places across Kentucky holding excellent populations of 
channel catfish. 

The “Where to Fish” feature on Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife’s website is a handy tool for those looking to 
find a place to fish for catfish. As an example, anglers 
can search for waterbodies that hold channel, blue and 
flathead catfish and offer bank or fishing pier access. The 
department’s annual “Fishing Forecast” is another valuable 
resource available online. 

One evening last week at a FINs lake, a father and 
son looking to squeeze in some fishing before sunset 
encountered an older angler seated on a plastic bucket 
waiting for a catfish to bite and tug his pole float under. 

The man had a question for the boy. 

“Are you going to catch all the fish?” he asked playfully. 

The boy stopped and thought about his response for a 
moment. 

“No,” he said nervously and then continued to scout the 
bank for the perfect spot to set up and try for a catfish. 

Pieces of frozen shrimp stained red from a marinade in 
strawberry Kool-Aid mix fished weightless on the bottom 
as far out as he could cast enticed two channel cats in 
short order. The fillets those fish yielded filled his belly 
two nights later and the experience left him wanting to 
fish for catfish again sometime. 

The next several weeks are as good a time as any for 
catfishing in Kentucky.
